‘OLD FRITZ UP THERE’ 


Dr. McElroy of Princeton University has been in­ 
vestigating the character of Frederick the Great, the 
founder of modern Prussia. 
Frederick is that selfsame 
renowned ancestor whom Kaiser Wilhelm is so fond of 
dragging into his speeches under the affectionate title, 
"Old Fritz up there,” with a pious glance toward heaven. 
From authentic works of Frederick the professor garners 
such nuggets as these: 
"One takes when one can; one is wrong only when 
one is obliged to give back.” 
“No ministers at home, but clerks. 
No ministers 
abroad, but spies.” 
"Form alliances only in order to sow' animosities.” 
"Kindle and prolong war between my neighbors.” 
"Always promise help and never send it.” 
"There is only one person in the kingdom—that is 
myself.” 
"If possible, the powers of Europe should be made 
envious against one another in order to give occasion for 
a coup when the opportunity arises.” 
"Do nor be ashamed to make interested alliances in 
which you yourself can derive the whole advantage. 
Do 
not make the foolish mistake of not breaking them when 
you believe your interests require it.” 
"W hen he is about to conclude a treaty with some 
foreign power, if a sovereign remembers he is a Chris­ 
tian he is lost.” 
‘ These statem ents," says Dr. McElroy, “are char 
acteristic of the philosophy which Frederick the Great 
gave as an inspiration to Prussia and then to Prussianized 
Germany. 
The methods of his life were true to his 
philosophy. 
The ideas which he implanted in the minds 
of the German people bear fruit today in the shape of a 
w ar conducted as he felt wars must be conducted to 
be efficient.” 
From which we gather that Wilhelm really ought to 
change his phraseology a little, and say, "Old Fritz down 
there.”

Until China stepped forward with an ultimatum to 
the Bolshevik government, most of us had almost for 
gotton that the Allies were represented in the Far East 
by anybody except Japan. 
Now China offers refuge to 
retreating Siberian forces, representing the Kerensky 
regime recognized by the Allies. She orders the pursuing 
Bolshevik troops to keep out of .Manchuria 
She hints 
th at if things go much further, she may Join Japan in 
a program of intervention. 
That gives the Siberian situation a more cheerful 
aspect. China is a loyal ally. 
There is no question that 
her heart is right. 
Nobody m istrusts her. 
There are 
those who, justly or unjustly, do m istrust Japan. 
China might not be able to do much in a military 
way, but in case of joint intervention in Siberia to pro­ 
tect allied interests lier moral weight would be consid­ 
erable, 
The United States could regard the sending of 
a Chinese Japanese expeditionary force with fewer mis­ 
givings than a force representing Japan alone. 
There 
would be less danger then of Japan yielding to the 
temptation of territorial conquest, and the Russians 
would have less excuse to accuse the Allies of going 
back on their professed principles.

For saying that h'e “wished we’d 
have a rebellion that would bust 
this country wide open” and for 
cursing 
the 
government, 
Henry 
P. Davis of 523 East Pine street 
was today sentenced to sixty days 
in the county jail. 
Davis pleaded guilty to a charge 
of disturbing the peace, brought 
against 
him 
on account of the 
things 
he 
said. 
Before Justice 
Cox he declared that he was loyal 
to the United States, and what 
he had said was said just because 
he lost his head when the drug 
stores refused to sell him alcohol. 
Davis has 
lived in Santa Ana 
for 
j'ears. 
His occupation in 
the 
city 
directory is 
given as “ rancher.” His 
plea for leniency was that he has a 
w ife and three children. 
He W anted Alcohol 
According to the evidence placed 
before Justice Cox, yesterday after­ 
noon Davis went into the Park Drug 
Store and 
asked 
for 
fifteen 
cents 
worth of alcohol. 
J. W. Norton, the 
proprietor, told Davis the government 
had prohibited the sale of alcohol. 
Davis tried to argue the matter. Nor­ 
ton made it plain that he would not 
sell the alcohol. 
Davis cursed the government for 
its regulations. 
“This is a Dell of a country, dam 
the government,” is one remark cred­ 
ited to him. 
Norton sent his clerk, J. H. Klein, 
to follow Davis and tell the first police 
officer he met what Davis had said. 
To W hite Cross 
Davi* went to the White Cross 
Drug Store, and asked E. H. Darling 
to sell him some alcohol. 
Darling ex­ 
plained that the government had pro­ 
hibited the sale of alcohol. 
Again Davis cursed the government, 
and he said he wished “ we’d have a 
rebellion that would bust the country 
wide open.” 
Davis walked 
to the 
.•’nolle Library, where he was found by 
Officer Sid Smithwick, woo took him 
to Jail. 
At the jail certificates of term 
deposits totaling $4300 were found in 
his pockets. 
This morning Smithwick swore to 
a charge of disturbing the peace, and 
Davis was taken before Justice (’ox. 
After the man had been informed of
